A Well-Known Institution That I* 


tlally French. 


There aro some words that hare 


a charm about thorn which never fades, 
and an interest which never flags. To 
those who care for France, her litera- 
ture, her history, the little word salon 
has an irresistible fascination. It con- 
jures up everything that is clever, 
charming, piquant, most chajracteristic 
of the women of France. The salon 
is essentially a French institution. No 
other 
nation ever produced it; no 


other society contains the elements for 
producing it. We say "a pleasant 
hoxtso" when we speak of a social cen- 
ter. In FrarJce they say "a pleasant 
salon." The different terms both ex- 
press and explain the different ideas 
they represent. A house is a home 
where material hospitality is exorcised; 
where friends are entertained with more 
substantiaJ fare than tho feast of reason 
and the flow of soul. A pleasant bouse 
is suggestive of snug, convivial dinners 
and sociable, unceremonious lunches, 
of bread broken at various hours be- 
tween the owners of the house and 
their friends. Another nice distinction 
is that it implies a master, as well as a 
mistress. A salon calls up a totally 
different order of ideas. It supposes a 
mistress, but by no 'means necessarily 
a master; and it suggests no more sub- 
stantial fare than tSk, flow, of words, 
and liberal interchange of ideas. It is 
simply a center where pleasant people 
aro to bo met and good conversation is 
to be had. It may have—Indeed, it 
generally has—its particular tone and 
color; it may .be literary, religions, 
political, artistic, or philanthropic; but 
it remains always a place for talking— 
a place where intellectual nactar re- 
places material beverages. 


When we consider how much pleas- 


ure, amusement, Bven downright hap- 
piness, is to be sot out of talk, the 
wonder is that so little is done toward 
cultivating it. Formerly, the Trench 
understood this, and gave as much 
time and oare to the cultivation of talk 
as to that of any other fine art. Their 
salons were schools where the art of. 
conversation was taught, arenas where 
its adepts and pupils exercised them- 
selves in tho game.- To say of a wo- 
man, 
"Elle cause bein," was to pay her 


a far more delicate and flattering trib- 
ute than to praise her beauty, or even, 
her dress. Paris is the birthplace and 
natural home of the salon. It is a, 
growth indigenous to the soil of the, 
fiv.ely city and an empire which has 
been respected there ever since it wasi 
first founded by Mme. de Eambouillet 
for the purification and perfecting of 
the French language. The throne has 
been left vacant at various periods, 
sometimes for long intervals; but there 
it has stood, ready for any pretendante 
who could take possession of it. 
The 


right of conquest was the only right 
recognized, or necessary. There waa 
no hereditary law which transmitted the 
scepter from one queen to another. 
There was no dynastic code to which 
she was convened to conform once, 
she had grasped it. Like Cfesar, she 
had only to come, to see her empire, 
and to conquer it. Every woman who 
held in her own individuality the power 
to do this might, under the most elastic 
restrictions, aspire to sovereignly afc 
once elective, absolute, and democratic. 


These qneens have sometimes been 


women not bom in the purple of "so- 
ciety," or even prooloted to it by mar- 
riage. It is characteristic of the su- 
preme position conceded by the French 
to mere personal charm and esprit in 
women that even in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, in those relatively feudal ages 
before the revolution had leveled the 
barriers between classes, a woman en- 
dowed with these qualities might, with- 
out being well or even decently born, 
throw down the high barricades of 
social prejudices, and reign triumph- 
antly as queon of » salon.— Atlantic 
Monthly.

It cleans the sink and pone- 
tratt"! into the drain pipe. Spots, fin- 
ger-umrks.on paint disappear under its 
magical influence, and it is equally 
effective on iloor and oil cloth, though 
it must be used with oare on the latter 
or it will injure the polish. There is 
nothing to equal it in cleaning the 
silverware, and it gives a higher polish 
and keeps clean longer than anything 
else. If the silver ba only slightly tar- 
nished put two teaspoonfuls of am- 
monia into a quart of hot water, brush 
the tarnished articles with it and dry 
with a chamois. If baiUr discolored, 
they may need a little whitening pre- 
vious to the washing. An Old nail 
brush goes into the cracks to polish and 
brighten. For fine muslin or delicate 
lace it is invaluable, as it cleans with- 
out rubbing the finest fabrics. Put a 
few drops Into your sponge bath in hot 
weather, and you will be astonished at 
the result, as it imparts coolness' to the 
skin. Use it to clean hair brushes, and 
to wash any hair or feathers to be used 
for beds or pillows. When employed 
in anything that is not especially soiled 
use the water afterwards for tho house 
plants that are taken down from their 
usual position and immerse in the tub 
of water. Ammonia is a fertilizer, and 
helps to keep healthy the plants it nur- 
ishcs. In every way, in fact, ammonia 
is the housekeeper's friend.—Annie L. 
Jack, in Brooklyn Budget.

The Springfield Journal printed the 


following mournful howl with reference 
to the state fair matter: 


The State Board of Agriculture met 


yesterday, with seventeen members pres- 
ent. The principal business of import- 
ance transacted was tho location of the 
state fair for the next two years. A reso- 
lution was offered locating the fair in the 
southeastern portion of the state, and it 
came very near being carried, fur it waa 
lost by a vote of 8 to 9. The question 
then narrowed down to a choice between 
Chicago and Deoatur, for Peoriu and 
Springfield hadn't a ghost of a show. 
Chicago was chosen by a vote of 10 
against 7 for Decutur. Some of the mem- 
bers from southern Illinois who voted for 
Chicago stated that they did BO because 
it costs the people of southern Illinois 
lees to send their exhibits to I hicago 
than to Decatur, Peona or Springfield, BO 
it is evident that the unjust freight dis- 
crimination even effects the location of 
the state fair. Springfield did all that 
could be expected to be made the choice, 
but it is evident that nothing favoring 
Central Illianis pan be expected from the 
present Board. They prefer to mftke tho 
state fair a side show to the Chicago ex- 
position, even though they ilo no at a de- 
cided financial loss. 


Several citizens who are In- a huff because 


Deoatur did not get the state fair strong^ ad- 
vocate the formation of a syndicate for the 
purpose of converting the fair grounds Into B 
lovely park. 


That was the same talk Indulged In two years 


ago, when Chicago gave us our first black eye, 
but It didn't amount to anything. It was all 
talk, and I believe It wUl pan out the same 
way this time. It would take flve figures to 
name the amount of cash necessary to fit up 
the grounds suitable for a park, but the ex- 
pense would not end there. It would require 
the expenditure of several thousand dollars 
every year to keep the grounds In decent re- 
pair. Who would foot the bills ?

The NUero was an iron screw steam- 


er ol one thousand eight hundred anil 
eighteen tons, whichset ouKromLiver- 
pool in June, 1882, on a voyage to Pe- 
nang. She was uoarly wrested by 
grounding on a sand-bank near the 
Twelve Apostles, eevendays from Suez, 
but was got off, *n* teaohed Penang 
on July 22 From Penang the steamer 
wont to Singapore,, Batavia and some 
other porU, and was then chartered 
by a Chinese merchant for, throe months 
to trade in rioe. On November 7 tho 
crew were abort of coal, and put about 
for Aoheea head.- On the nest-evening 
the ressel ran aground again, and be- 
came a wreck. The crew of eight and 
twenty men escaped with difficulty, and 
found themselves at Pongah, on the 
Snmatran coast, a hundred miles or so 
south of Acheeu bead, to which they 
had been directing their course. 


Thtwrcolted crew at once realized 


their position. The islanders were at 
t 


war with Uie Dutch, and they would bo 
taken for Dutchmen. Tbe first natives 
they saw were evidently bont on plun- 
der; but thecook, whawa*«-Chinaman, 
waa able to make himself understood, 
and explained that they were English- 
men-. Presently an armed party appeared 
with » chief, who sent them a present 
of bananas aa a token of good-will, 
lu the morning the chief sent for them 
to tho village, and g»ve them a poor 
hut, consisting of one amaltroom, with 
a roof that M ^ the-.rain. Be sent 
them ft couple, of riflea and gome am- 
munition, but they felt that tncy vrc>-.> 
captives. Next-• day the Bajuh o f - l . - 
nom came, and showed some suspicion 
that the fiilr-halrcd among them wi-rc 
Dutchman. In a-day or two ho in- 
formed them that had they not been 
pble to explain their nationality, nr>r 
one of tbeiu would have been upaifU 
Hfl told them that some natives of tho 
Interior had on their knes» besought 
him to masiacre them. Under prc- 
Mnse of -aaving thorn be toot them off 
to 'JEenom, leading them by * roond- 
•bouboourse, through frightful swamp?, 
with an nnnod escort ahead, till they 
.wain reaohcd tbe coast within sight ot 
their starting plac*. Tbe way then 
lay along the shore to the mouth ot' 
tho Teuom River. Here they were 
put 
in 
another 
wooden 
house, 


bettor than that of the Pongah chief, 
but still Incommodious and unhealthy. 
Tenora Itself is a poor village of sixti'ou 
or eighteen huts, several of which aro 
shops. Here they began to see the 
plunder of tbeir own steamer gradu- 
ally arriving ond bolng appropriated 
by tho natives. One day two steamers, 
evidently searching for something, 
oume into eight at sea, and a few dajs 
later two peddlers appeared, one of 
whom slipped a oouple of notes into 
tbe hands of one of the sailors, one 
fiom a Dutch captain, the other Irora 
a Dutch resident on the coast. Tho 
letters told thorn to bo patient and dis- 
creet, as they were in tho hnnda of a 
barbarian and a ruffian. 
On the same 


day letters wore brought from a Dutch 
captain by a native of Acheon, giving 
thesamo counsel. Some stores were 
also sent which gave them two- days of 
proper food. There was a letter to tho 
Uujah ottering1 a ransom, but lie was 
awav at Pongah plundering the wrock. 
Next day ho came with a strong body- 
guard fully armed, and told the cap- 
Uvea he would take tbeminland. They 
could do nothing but go as he bid them, 
though every »tep was further away 
(mm the chance of rescue. 


The now quarters were a day's jour- 


ney up tho strenm. or one of its afflu- 
ents. They woro olose to the Rajah's 
own house, and woro in three huts. 
Hero they spent Christmas, t&e Christ- 
mas dinner peing r)ce .and a iHtle. salt 
Ush, with water to drink. .TbejQaptaln 
had meanwhile goae to assist in tho 
negotiations, offering all tbe men u 
hostages for bis return, but never re- 
turntng. He sent.them word ^hat now 
demands had been made, and that ho 
was going Co Riga* in A Dutch gunboat 
to see what could bo 4oue. The New 
Year came with hopes of rescue, which 
soon vanished. The Rajah told them 
he bad passed his word to tbe Govern- 
ment for'their safety,'but the-Dutch 
had threatened to bombardTenom, and 
he mnst-tako them further up the coun- 
try. They heard the bombardment, as 
they woro being hurried Inland. One 
place of captivity was given them after 
another, and thor-spent their time in 
nuoh sport as was. permitted. Ontte22d 
of T-'abruary a letter arrived from Com- 
mander Rickfordt of tbe Pegasus, tell- 
ing them of the effort* which wore 
being mmln for 
their release, and 


especially "' 'he presence on board of 
Mr. M.ixwcll, 
who-'understood • the 


Malay language, add -was* a favorite 
wltb the people. 
Still - the weeks 


passed on and no rescue came. Stores 
arrived now and thon.-BOme times let- 
ters and newspapers, but- no deliver- 
once 
On 
the- 93d of March 
an 


Italian sailor died, and there was 
much fever and 
dysentery, among 


thorn. Ia tbe early somjaer unmis- 
takable symptom* of cholera appeared, 
and three more men. were dead before 
the end of May.. Altogether seven ou 
die twenty-olght who landed died ant 
were burled together In a little cemo- 
tery, around \vulqh their, surviving 
comrades mqde an ornamental fence, 
with a large cross In the-middle of tbo 
f 


round, nud .similar crosses at the 
oad of every grave. Meanwhile they 
never seem to have been quite out o 
reach of fi lends. From time to time 
stores were sent, sometimes letters 
and their condition and treatment im 
proved. The summer poised, and ! 
was not till September that they act- 
ually set out on their way to freedom 
As they went through Pongan the 
Nisero they had abandoned ten months 
before still lay on the shore, her masts 
standing, portions • of the poop s>m 
forecastle still showing, .but her mid 
ships completely under water, and the 
shore strewn with the wreckage. On 
the morning of tbe iOtb of September 
they went on board the Feguus, {Ir 
Maxwell, who had been the. agent o 
.tbeir-deliverance, following later Inthi 
day.' It is clear from- Mr, Bradley' 
iMurattve. that the delay in their reactu 
was due to the vacillation*, smd greed 
of lie Acheen chiefs. The chiefs were 
not intentionally unkind to the cap- 
tiros-, whose sufferings wore due to the 
climate, tbo ravage fife they were com- 
palled to share, and tbe privation* 
they bad to endure. The long-perUx 
of endurance tad suspense was light- 
ened by many Incidents of sport anc 
curious observation* and experience 
In fifteen month* from tbeir «rst-start- 
ing.they had .got home again, .turvinj 
ia the xaeaatlm*, u Mr. Beadle; tavi 
In hi*. concluding word*, gained the 
sympathy of two nations and seen 
adventures enough to last a lifetime-.— 
London lime».

Bill Kje Tell* How Il« Went After » I'or- 


tuiie and Dtdu't Ctet It. 


It is singular how soon a plain, unas- 


suming tenderfoot becomes an experi- 
enced miner and mountaineer—In bis 
mind—and how soon he begins to con- 
verse about difficult and dangerous 
terms in mining. He begins in two 
days to talk about blossom rock, sur- 
face indications and float, Inside of a 
week he converses freely on the subject 
of "colors, milling ore, refractory ore, 
contact, copper stains, carbonate for- 
mations, dips, spurs, variations, assess- 
ment work, ore on its dump, ore in 
sight, mill runs, true fissures, mineral in 
place, pyrites of poverty, sulphates of 
disappointment," etc , etc 


One summer day I went out into the 


mountains with hope springing eternal 
in my breast. I did not tell any one 
what my scheme was, but I fully in- 
tended to wrest a comfortable fortune 
from the bowels of tho earth. As I 
write these lines, I learn that the afore- 
said bowels remain intact. 


There were two of us in the expedi- 


tion, and our bedding consisted mostly 
of two patchwork quilts. Old hardened 
miners do not travel through the moun- 
tains with patchwork bed quilts, unless 
they desire to promulgate their fresh 
and guileless natures. 


Wo labored under tho delusion that
